•"• At a "Sixleen-Ounces-to-the-Pound" convention recently 
held in New York, al whicli there were delegates representing- 
300 women's organizations," thensLwas an exhibit that-al-

'Fhis exhibit, consisted 
in a'tfollecfipn of dishonest scales&iad measure's that had been 
seized-by inspection officers in different paffS'bf the city, and 
.sonie. of which revealed a cold-blooded design to cheat the 
people by giving- short weights and measures. In the collec- 
tion were baskets and cans having double sides and bottoms, 
apd .there was,a. scale hto'ing:, a-.iwire. running through .Ihe 


vctiuriteiyat the end of the wire being a weight which^nabled 


the'-'dealer to sell three pounds and 14 ounces of sugar or other 
coirinXbdi.lics.for five pounds; .There was a scale for weighing 


. ice-.whieh gave only.. 35 pounds.for 1,0.0.

'••'.'• .These were the extreme cases, but there was a large assort- 
ment of weights and measures tha( were considerably below 
the' standard, showing that the people of the cityjiave been 
systematically robbed in connection' with the purchase of pro- 
•.visions;. It is only fair to assume that in some cases the deal- 
-er's'themselves'were not so culpable, as they we're made to ap- 
' 'pe'af.:" Certain Vebep'tacles for ice cream and other commodifies 


were found not quite up to the mark, but these are bought by 
therdealers in'quantity, and in'most cases they were probably 
supposed to comply with (he law. 


But when it conies to'cans and baskets \v\lh double sides 


and bottoms, and scales with secret appliance's, with ice scales 
giving 35 pounds for 100, it is made clear that there was de- 
liberate cheating on the part of some of the dealers. And no 
form of cheating is more detestable than that practiced by 
giving,.short weight.or measure. 
Not every housewife \s. 


equipped for weighing and measuring everything she buys, 
and there should "be no necessity 'of this. 
The law should 


guarantee full protection in this field. The penalties for giv- 
ing short weight or measure should be severe, and (hey should 
be imposed to the limit. - 
. It is to. be. believed that the form of robbery shown up at 
this convention is no! confined to New York city, but .that il 
exists in practically all parts of the country to a greater or 
lesser extent.' There, should be a determined effort fa put it 
stop (o this'dctes't'a'bie'Tonn of thievery, and if'.'the effort is 
hbnestly made Ihe practice will cease. A few stiff sentences 
in'any community would have a very wholesome effect.
